A 1 do not deny that in many ways the recruitment 
office did not always share our opinions and did not always 
take them into consideration. 

Q I still believe that is a contradictory statement.

Q This book has been published in 19598,prior to 
Hitler's decree, which 1 quoted from Document 2585 PS, 
Doesn't the document show that, irrespective of Hitler's 
decree, which came afterwards, the pre and post military 
training in the SS was in full swing? 

A No, it was not in full swing, We strove to have 
this and finally got it in the year of January, 1939, it 


was a matter of fact for patriots who wanted to protect 


their own countrye 
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0 You planned that the SA wuldn't have any weapons, 
didn't you? 

۸ Besides 8 tackle and small weapons, 
and except for those people who had a license to carry arms,

Q Now how do you explain the Article in the SA man 
which appeared on the 30th of July, 1956, page 14, entitled, 
"SA Man Has a Heavy Machine Gun?"

Q So you deny that was anexercise carried out by the 
SA men as members of the SA?

Man" of 7 September, 1938, page 1? “The SA and Wehrmacht" 
and shows pictures of SA men on field manuevers throwing 
hand grenades.

Q So far as I know separately with the SA man? 

A We never had anything like hand gzsax grenades 


at our disposal. 
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6 So that you, as Assistant Chief of Staff, were not 
sufficiently informed? 

A I should have known.

A Will you please show me the document in the SA 
so that I may express my opinion? 

Q We will reserve that a short while and l will 
repeat the question. There is an article in the SA man 
of the 27 Jmuary, 19390 , which is entitled: "SA, the Forger 
d Military Power," with the sub-head: "The SA, Imposter of 
Pre-Military Trai ning." Does it fully prove that the SA was 
an imposter of pre-military tra ining? 

A I do not deny that the SA wanted to and sXmfx 
strove to prepare it's members fa military training and 
to stréngthen the Wehrmacht. 

Q I have been ££ informed by tthe official German 
documents of the German General Staff, that an officer, 
as a professional German officer, the doctrine was that 
the best defense is offense. 

A Yes, I knw this doctrine. 

Q mx And do you know as a matter of 231517 common 
knowledge that the German Genemal Staff followed this document? 

A I don't know what connection that could be. 

Q Would you please answer mymx question "ves" or 


"no. 
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A Would you please repeat the question? 
Q My question is? +t is a matter of common knowledge 


that the German Army, Wehrmacht, proceeded on the basis of 
this doc trine? 

A As far as I know the Wehrmacht has for a number 
of years and a very long time, up to the beginning of the 
war, restrained or confined it's manuevers in 6 
operationse 

Q “hen dé you think that this course had changed? 

A After the German collapse 上 spoke to several 
officers and these officers spoke to me of only very individual 
offensive manuevers as part of the defensive operations. 

Q Do you seriously believe that, juĝita judging by 
the historical recard, that the اك‎ Min spoke with, 
expressed the offical doctrine? 

A Yes, that is what I believe. 

Q In the case of the historical record I do not 
care to press this point my further, 

EX Another point, - Ma I refer you to EmxynxxEx 
Document 3214 PS. It is USA 432. "These regiments Fgldheun- 
helle participated in the Sudetenland Operation." 

A As far as I know the Regiment took the air force 
in this action as a part of the Wehrmacht. 

Q Do you know by whom it was commanded? 

A What, the regiment?

۸ I believe that is true, and it may be though that 
some others were commandeered to be members of this regiument. 

Q You agree that the service of the SA was exclusively 
voluntary?

Q Let me read to you a passage from Document $214 PS: 

"Only volunteers within the ages of 18 to 25, who 


obligated themselves to three year service, after at least

MR. MASE: I am sorry and say to the Commissioners 
and express my thanks to you, that is right, the German text 
taxi refers to SA Standarte, and 上 am awfully sorry of this 
condition of the translation of tbe document, ‘It is impossible 
to check every translation befare an examination.

BY MXK MR. MASE: 

Q Under the Command of Standarte Fuehrer Reimann, 
the SA Standarte participated in the occupation of the Sudeten- 
la nd?

Q In other words, your explanation on that situation 
was that it was not immediately under orders of the SA, is 
that true? 

A And + also wish to point out that the SA, like 
the Waffen SS did not have formations. 

Q But it participated as a military formation? 

A At the very moment it became a military formation 
it was no longer a member of the SA? 

Q And you agree with me that the same moment Xkx 
when it was subordinated to the Wehrmacht in œ der to march 
into the Sudetenland it must have been fully trained and in 
existence? 

A It had been trained previously in exercises 
carried out by the Wehrmacht, whether it was going œ nd 
I cannot saye 

Q But you will agree that in order for the Wehrmacht 
to have this unit, volunteers from the SA must have come in 
and compos ed it? 

A lf the Standarte had not been in existence the Army

A It could have happened but if any such order 
should have come to the SA Leaders or from the Fuehrer such

A If this had really taken place it woulda have

CAPTAIN TUBRITY What is your point? 
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CAPT. TUBRIDY: What's your point, Mr. Aschenammr? 

DR. ASCHENAUER: I want to gem point out that here no mention is made 
of Cerman valuables or property, and that seems to be an order to inform the 
offices and to punish those who had committed these acts. Therefore, 1 do 
not think the rrosecutor has made the correct recommendation of those facts 
stated here, for it says here that the offices of the police are to bem aided 
or supported in order to put an end to the illegal activities, and in my 
opinion, that is the clear meaning of this order. This order is not to 
mean any protection for mumkurky property that had been robbed. 

CAPT. TUBRIDY: The witness has answered the question. I think that 
it has been indicated by the witness that the property which had been teken 
was taken from the Jews. This is an order of the SA, I take it, I have not 
seen the document. 

MR. MASE: Yes it is. 

CAPT. TUBRIDY: It is an order of the SA in regard to this property? 

MR. MASE: Yes, that's right. And this property is supposed to be 
turned over to the secret state police under written receipt. I would like 
to clarify, it's not a question of theft as the defense counsel interpreted 
my words, but of a confiscation of Jewish property.

RE-DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY Dk. ASCHENAUER: 
Q The Prosecution quoted from the document 3036-PS. I quote: 

"These groups were supposedly composed of refugges from the Sudete nl and 
who hed crossed the border into Germany, but they actually contained Germens 
with previous serfice in the SA ani NSKK (Nazi Motor Corps) as well. These 
Germans formed the skeleton of the Free Corps. On paper the Tree corps had 
a strength of 40,000 men." 

I wish to clear this up, Mr. Juettner. 

A I know the Free Corps, because i was with Konrad Henlein. ‘the free 
Corps was ak a lost group which, in reality, was 2 group of refugees, kept 
together like bandits. Therefore, if one was a soldier, one xx cannot seak 
of a skeleton. lt does not have any valid possibilities. Above all, it would 
have been impossible, for instance, to compare the Sudetenland with the Free 
CDprps。 These places where I was had field guards who had weapons, and the others 
did not. 

lhese men of the Free corps were wearing the occupational clothing, 
the locksmiths wearing brown overalls; the waiters in a black smokers. in 9 
the groups of the free Corps, there were few SA men and members of the NOKK. 

Q Then in connection with the document presented by the prosecution, 
۳-1721, we speak of roreign elements which participated in the action of 


November 1938. You knew about the report of Graf Helldorf, the police‏ و 


resident of Berlin? Did you not hear, on these demonstrations of the 9th of 


by 
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November, 1938, in Berlin, that Chinese commanists participated in Berlin: 

A l heard of that report later on, that is, now, but I know that also 
at other tames, non-Party members, that is, dark elements of the population, 
took part. And I also know that we safeguarded Jewish property ,mkoocGudonoSA 
m£fimxxx The various SA offices sent out guard for protection. 

Q The Prosecution quoted the SA as being a defensive group against terror 
acts of other organizations. In this connection, I ask, i was it necessary 
to have such protection? 

A That started already when in I% 1919, the internal security had been 
partly taken care of by the Free Corps of Minister Noske, and all the meetings 
of Eg patriotic groups,of vetern groups, were attacked by armed bands and at 
times, with heavy casualties. 

Q In this connection, is the quotation from Hitler's "Mein Kampf", which 
was presenbed by the Prosecution, understandable? Tt says here: 

"Independent Party and Spartakusbund groups were the strong portals of 
the individual storm unités." 

A Yes, the best proof of that was the slogan that used to be hung over 
houses and over stores, on which was written, "Hit the Fascists where you 
meet them, even though we never were Fascists or never wahted to be Fascists." 

q Did this fact give Roehm the reason to try to find a connection with 
the Western powers and also a reason to build up such protective groups? 

A I say this was his opinion. 

MR. MASE: If your Honor please, I do not believe this is proper re- 
direct dx examination. It has nothing to do with what transpired in cross- 
examina ion. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: Yes, the word protectiWe groups was used for protec- 


tion against terror organizations. zm I just wanted to clear that up right i fet 
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here and now, my I move to amther phase of questioning. 

You made, in an answer to a question by the Prosecution, you stated 
that this thought was also prevalent among the old resident Jews. I therefore 
ask you, what did the famous Professor Karl say, and what did you reply to 
him?
